on his appointment to the chief com- 
mand of the allied troops in China.

atid that he will go to Shanghai first, 
thus disposing of the report that 
the field marshal is going to China 
by way of San Francisco.

Chicago, Aug. 10.—The executive 


committee of the populist party to- 
day decided to call a meeting of the 
national committee of that party to 
be held in this city on August 37. 
At that meeting the question of fill* 
ing the vacancy on the presidential 
ticket, occasioned by Mr. Towne's 
declination of the nomination for the 
vice presidency will be disposed of. 
The claim was made by some of the 
members that this action could be 
taken by the executive committee, 
but reference to the minutes of the 
proceedings of the populist conven- 
tion showed that the power to fill 
vacancies id vested only in the full 
national committee. 
Eight out of 


ten of the members of the executive 
committee were present, 
Senator 


Butler, chairman of the committee, 
was one of the absentees. 
He made 


no explanation of his failure to At- 
tend, and the other members are at 
a loss to account for it. 


AN ADDRESS ISSUED. 


The committee issued the follow- 


ing address: 


"Chicago, August 10, 1900—To the 


Members of the People's Party- 
Greeting: 
The executive commit- 


tee of the people's party takes this

TEXT OF THE ADDEESS.

cipher cable dispatch from Minister 
Conger,

Pekin, 
transmitted 


through the Chinese minister 
at 


Washington. It is substantially the 
same as that of M. Fiction, 
the 


French minister, to his government, 
indicating that the eight beleagured 
ministers at Pekin had sent an iden- 
tical note to their respective govern- 
ments. It, however, gave the addi- 
tional information that of the Ameri- 
can force of marines at Fekin seven 
had been killed and sixteen wounded. 
Myers and Llppett, two of the wound- 
ed, were reported as doing well. The 
dispatch told of the urgent efforts of 
the Chinese government to have the 
ministers set a 
date 
for leaving 


F6kin and of their refusal to comply 
without instructions from their gov- 
ernments. It also urged that the re- 
lief forces should be large enough to 
escort not only the ministers, but the 
large number of foreigners, women 
and children and the many native 
Christians. 


Some of the expressions were the 


same as those used by M. Pichon, 
and what difference there is in the 
two messages is probably due to 
translation. 


The message came to the Chinese 


legation at 12:15 this morning. The 
building was closed at the time, but 
the minister was aroused and came 
down to read the portion of it that 
was in Chinese. 


Most of it, however, was in the 


American cipher code and its present- 
ation to the state department was de- 
ferred until the department opened 
this morning. 


The Chinese minister called at the 


department at 9:15 and handed the 
message to Acting Secretary 
Adee, 


who immediately set about its trans- 
lation. It was then communicated to 
the president and to Secretary Boot 
and for a time the text was not 
made public. 


Minister Wu appeared 
greatly 


pleased at this latest opportunity to 
be the medium of communication be- 
tween the American minister and 
Washington and the worn look of 
yesterday gave way to a broad smile. 
Aside from the contents of the mes- 
sage, it gave assurance that cipher 
messages were passing freely and 
that the Chinese government was 
carrying out this part of its agree- 
ment. 


The action of the entire diplomatic 


corps at Pekin in agreeing not to 
leave their posts without instructions 
from their governments appears to 
settle that they will stay in Pekin 
until rescued, unless forced out by 
the Chinese, aft it is hardly probable 
that they would be instructed to 
leave in the face of their own judg- 
ment that it would be certain death. 


There is a melancholy heroism in 


the attitude of the ministers, not only 
in standing together, but in urging 
that any relief Sent to them be Strong 
enough to give the same protection 
to those foreigners and fcative Chris- 
tians not so favorably and officially 
circumstanced as themselves.

BEWITCHED IN SALEM HOUSE, 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 10,—The peo* 


pie of Salem are flocking to see a 
young woman who declares that she 
is bewitched. 
Her name is Carrie 


Peabody Bly. She lives part of the 
time in an ancient house built more 
than 100 years ago, an addition to 
the famous house at North and Essex 
streets. The greater portion of the 
day, however, Miss Bly spends in the 
watch house itself, either in the up- 
per chambor or in the garret beneath 
the roof. 


There Miss Bly says she holds com- 


munion with their spirits, goes into 
trances and flies off into space and 
does numerous other stunts which 
have startled her townsfolk. She is 
controlled, she says, by the spirit of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne and the spirits 
of Betsy Williams and other noted 
personages hover about her. 


The day before Charles H. Hoyt re- 


ceived his freedom from the insane 
asylum in which he had been placed 
in Connecticut, Miss Bly says she saw 
the spirit of his dead wife, Caroline 
Miskel Hoyt, and she gave her a 
messaage to send to her husband. 


"I had never Jheard of the name of 


Hoyt," said Miss Bly, "but the name 
came to me as distinctly as could be. 
She said that she would not be happy 
until the iudges had released hei 
husband, who, she said, was not in- 
sane." 


Miss Bly is about 27 years of age. 


Her *<witcheiy" dates from a sickness 
which she had in May, 1899, and 
which ended in a trance from which 
a spiritualist medium awakened her. 


JUMPS FKOM CAPITOL DOME.

AN EABLIER STORY. 


London, Aug. 10,—The Daily News 


has the following dispatch from Pre- 
toria, dated August 6: 
"A plot to 


shoot all the British officers and to 
make Lord Roberts* a prisoner has 
been opportunely discovered. Ten of 
the ring leaders were arrested and 
are now in Jail* 


"Probably the plot was part of a 


conspiracy of which the attempted 
rising at Johannesburg was the first 
indication. 


"The conspiracy was only discov- 


ered at the last moment. 
The con- 


spirators 
numbered about fifteen. 


They had planned to set fire to the 
houses in the extreme western part 
of the city, hoping that the troops 
would be concentrated there. 
The 


plan was that then the conspirators 
were forcibly to enter all houses oc- 
cupied by British officers, these hav- 
ing beeeu previously marked, and to 
kill the occupants. 


"All the Boer sympathizers are ac- 


quainted with the plot, and several 
had been told off to secure the per- 
son of Lord Roberts, and to hurry 
with him to the nearest comman- 
do. 
Horses had been obtained for 


this purpose. 
Then, the British 


learned the names of the ling lead- 
ers, who were put under arrest. The 
affair has created a tremendous sen- 
sation.*' 


Washington, Aug. 10.—An Ital- 


ian, who gave his name as "Prof." 
Figuccia, of Felucca, Italy, caused 
some excitement at the white house 
today by exhibiting a brass projec- 
tile which he wished to present to 
the president. 


He came dining the foienoon, ac- 


companied by a negro who bore a 
large catchel. When stopped at the 
fiont door by Usher Mitchell, he pre- 
sented a slip of paper bearing this 
inscription: 


"Prof Figuccia presents this pro- 


jectile to the president of the United 
States/' 


He took out of the satchel a very 


heavy brass projectile and a long 
wire and explained that the pushing 
of the wire through a hole which 
hade been bored in the end of the 
piojectile's nose would cause a big 
explosion. The visitor could speak 
no English and made known his mis- 
sion by signs. Ater some questfion- 
ing it was concluded the Italian was 
an inventor seeking official recogni- 
tion of his device and he was directed 
to the Italian embassy. 


Later the secret service was noti- 


fied.

REOPENS THE QUESTION. 


Very naturally th« pumping of 


feeder cannl water into the city 
waterworks mains arouses indigna- 
tion and protest. The water from th? 
canal is notoriously unfit for use of 
human beings and the waterworks 
trustees had official reports from the 
city chemist showing that water from 
the canal is wholly impure. Yet the 
canal has been turned into the main:; 
and thus is reopened the old discus- 
sion of Fort Wayne's ultimate souiea 
of water supply. 


Some three years ago there was 


waged a tolerably well defined cam- 
paign in behalf of a filtering syrtern 
with the old feeder canal as a supply 
source. More of this is likely to be 
brought forward now. However, the 
well system was not abandoned and 
the ptublic water supply was aug- 
mented by the purchase of the Mc- 
Culloch land along the St. Mary's 
river and the sinking of many wells, 
more or less superficial, but all giv- 
ing an abundance of water. An aux- 
iliary pumping station was built and 
equipped and herein lies the alleged 
source of the present trouble. The 
old claim is repeated that the rock 
and giavel wells at the north side 
station are giving out™"dying," as 
they are sometimes described. In- 
deed, there are now some "dead" 
wells in that tract. The trustees say 
they have plenty of pumping capac- 
ity at the north side stalfon, but lit- 
tle water, whereas at the auxiliary 
station they have an abundance of 
water but too little pumping capac- 
ity. The price of this blunder is the 
necessity to force canal water into the 
mains. Whether or not the water- 
works board can convince the pub- 
lic that there was such hurried neces- 
sity to pollute the water supply of 
50,000 people with the stagnant and 
contaminated water of the feeder 
canal is a question not yet answerable 
but we doivot ir tney can. Any al- 
ternative would have been almost 
unanimously preferable to such an 
expedient. 


But the old water supply issue has 


come up again and the old and un- 
populai contention will be shoved 
forward that the St Joe livei is 
the logical and natural souice of pub- 
lic water supply for this city. It is 
not to be doubted that public senti- 
ment will dispose of that proposal 
as always heretofoie. 
Meanwhile, 


the matter ought to have the gravest 
consideration of every citizen. This 
question has got to be settled per- 
manently sooner or later. 
Mere 


makeshift will not answer. We be- 
lieve the future of a growing popula- 
tion must be considered -wisely and 
at once. It may be set down, how- 
ever, with all the force of a natural 
principle that the public mind will 
have to undergo a radical change be- 
fore any considerable portion of the 
people of this city will have the pa- 
tience to even consider any purpose 
to go to the feeder canal for a water 
supply.
